STOCKHOLM. May 27—(A P)— 
Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels writing in the Vö lkischer 
Beobachter declared today that 
the nazi government no longer 
would give allied airmen bailing 
out over Germany police and mili­ 
tary protection against wrathful 
civilians. 
“Anglo-American terror fliers,” 
he wrote, “in recent weeks, be­ 
sides bombing at random , resi­ 
dential quarters, have openly and 
directly without showing any re­ 
spect for international war con- 
v« *ntiona, started an attack on the 
German civilian population, firing 
at them and murdering them cold­ 
bloodedly.” 
“It is only possible to protect 
the life of any enemy pilot shot 
down after such an attack with 
the aid of armed force as they 
would otherwise be lynched by 
the affected population,” Goeb­ 
bels said, then added: 
“It would be asking too much 
for us if we were ex pecteid to 
employ German soldiers to protect 
the m urderers of children against 
parents seized by panic and rage.” 
The article did not say whether 
German civilians had attempted 
to attack British or American air­ 
men forced to land in the reich.

Beal Re-election Candidate. 
The attorney general himself, is

and 
was 
reared there. 
D i s t r i c t Judge 
Henry Beal has been a long time 
resident of Douglas county.

has served as county attorney. He 
was elected District judge in 1941 
and is a candidate for re-election 
with all other judges of the Fourth 
judicial district. 
Di.strict Judge Charles E. Eldred 
was appointed to the judgeship 
December 12, 1919 and has served 
on the Fourteenth judicial district 
bench ever since.

h o u gh they searched frantically for W ingate’s Raid­ 
ers, the harassed Japs seldom came upon them.

A pint-sized 
bottle kept the men going six hours in BO degree tem per­ 
atures. 
Sometimes Chindits sucked the m oisture o ut of the fleshy 
roots of jungle shrubs o r drained the sap from thick 
creepers. 
W ild animsJa were ano ther Bource of w orry. Most alarm ­ 
ing was the trum peting of elephants which m eant either 
that the Chindits were close to a large enem y force, for the 
Japanese use elephants as pack animals, or that a herd of 
was the dry season and w ater was very scarce. W’hat waa 
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wild elephantf, which m ight run amok and stam pede

mules, was in the vicinity. 
One party in bivouac fo rtunately had prepared piiea of 
dry tinder when a herd of trum peting elephants bore down.

m encem ent exercises of the Lin­ 
coln School of Com merce. F ri­ 
day evening of the C o rnhusker 
hotel, 
“One of these freedom s is the 
freedom fro m po verty,” said Dr. 
W erner, “the 
kind 
of 
po verty 
w hich denies us the physical com­ 
fo rts and necessities of life. 
Po verty W idespread. 
“It is difficult for us, in the 
U nited States, to appreciate the 
extent 
of 
po verty. 
M ore than 
half the people of the w o rld go 
to bed hungry every night, w hile 
hundreds of m illions are poorly 
clothed and housed. 
Unless these 
conditions are alleviated hunger 
w ill co ntinue to m ean w ar. 
“W hen the w ar is o ver,” h i 
said, “we m ust feed the hungry 
w herever they are and help them 
to feed them selves. We m ust fav­ 
o r an economy of abundance, not 
of scarcity, and urge full em ploy­ 
m ent. 
“Psychologists,” 
he. co ntinued, 
“are finding that m any fru stra­ 
tions and com plexes are caused 
by fear. 
Race prejudice in the 
final analysis is based on fear. 
In our co untry the w hites fear 
the blacks and the blacks fear the 
whites. 
The w hites fear inter­ 
m arriage w ith blacks, equality in 
schools and public places, in vo t­ 
ing and economic o ppo rtunity. The 
blacks fear the same things, in 
reverse o rder. 
“If we Am ericans are to alle­ 
viate the fear involved in this 
race problem we m ust try to pro ­ 
vide for all people, regardless of 
color, sex o r creed. 
M ust Seek T ruth. 
“The third freedom is freedom 
from ignorance, the kind which 
it is disgraceful to possess. 
To 
rid ourselves of such ignorance 
we m ust seek the tfuth of religion, 
accept It and live according to it. 
“The duty of young people,” he 
concluded, “is to co nsecrate them ­ 
selves to this task, even though 
it is a long and arduo us one.”
